Darxnrss hangs upon both extremes of 
Mexican history. The ancient story of that 
beautiful country is lost in the pon of tradi- 
è tion ¡¿—the detal of her eplonial history 19 bu- 
i ried in Spanish archives ;+—hir present 1s uncer- 
tain, Gel her future ıs impenetrable even to the 
eye of hopes 3 
Cortez was the pel sonifititionof a perpa in 
the developement of this Continent. Warrior, 
orator, statesman, pott, itistorian ;—he blended 
in himself every requisite fora daring adventu- 
rer, and his success may wol be esteemed the 
result ofa single resolute mint over a whole 
empire of mere physical force He had a pow- 
er to conceive and fashion bese 3 to lead 
and control many to fight; todiplomatize wath 
cunning foes; tospeak with fluency and elo. 
uence to multitudes; to sing in sweet verse 
the lay of knight or lover, and, with becoming 
modesty and grace, to tell the talè of Ins owe 
achievements in phrases befitting the car of an 
enlighsencd monarch,* Infact, he was in eve- 
ry quality, the proper person to leal, to hold a 
band of Spaniards as that which gathered around 
his standard, when he unfurled it for the con- 
quest of Mexico. : 
Spain required a vent for her population, and 


the new-found world afforded it. i 
habits and regular morals were not 
the penis of an adventurous hfe; bat there 
were thousands who had neither meas nòt ob- 
jects sufficient toretain them on their mive sorl, 
Maen of mark, but broken fortunes; mkes o 
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le of staidid 


izopovensbed and liying withont these sanctions 
and restraints that olhe make life valuable or 
useful. Such were the 1ccklesa crews that 


caine over, and the new domain was rapidly 

filled with a population ready to take advantage 
l its resources ;—but several things impeded 

the social and moral progress of New Spain. 

Tt was but a colony, and a colony too, devo- 
ted by the mother country to none of those 
branches of indascry that foste: the indopen- 
dent and manly growth of the people, and 
bring out the mind of a nation It was the 
mine and mint of Spain 

It was taught fo believe, that silver was a 
sorl of vesctable p»oduet of the earth, growmg 
Uke flowers, and to he had fortheaslang. And 
thus at the outset of its career, the germ of m- 
dusty self-relrance and independence, was 
withdrawn from the fostering pohey of (ire pa- 
rent State Commerce, manufactures, and an 
extensive agriculfure,—looking to all parts of 
the world as ds consumers,—wore discouraged, 
and the infunt colony was forced to receive 
from Spain the results of her industry, while in 
turn, it sent nothing back that indicated genius, 
talent, activity, invention ;--or, indeed, any- 
thing but thatits yas and hills contained ov- 
bantere quantític> of fretions metila, wheqe 
1t could drag fiom their 1ecesses and transmute 
into coin by the labor of enslaved and sgitorant 
Tnidians 


Nor was New Spain open to the colonization 
of other nations, who might have been invited 


to ahealthtul and energetic mixture ofraces —, 


On the contrmy, the Spanirds grafted them- 
selves upon the conquered and debased abori- 
gines, and the mongrel blood became dull and 
indolent. 

The Spaniard found a beautifnl sorld,—a 
land bathed by two oceans, rising from one and 
sloping to the ofher,—and on both acclivilies 
possessing all the climates of the world, fiom 
the gracelul shadow of the palm on the 
sea-shoie to eternal ice on the mountains over 
hanme the Valley of Mexico All these cli- 
mates on the same parallel of latitude, produced 
cotton, sugar, tobacco, rice, cochineal, wheat, 
barley, corp, Wine, and every variety of lus- 
cions fra while over all, an eteimal spine 
bent its blue and cloudless skies And asaf 
the surface of the carth woe not sufficient Lo 
pampe: the most craving appetites of her crea 
tures, nature hal vemed the secrel depths of 
the mountains wilh silver and piecions metals, 
m exhanstlegs quantities. «Yet, this prolific 


1jchness served only to hasten the destimes of 


the mvaders, and to make them careless, de- 
pendent and idle 
The parallel has so fiequently been attemp- 
ted, thatit would perhaps be profitless to coh- 
trast the settlers of {his alluiing country with 
ihe equally enthusiastic but hardy and toilsome 
band who peopled om noth Bnt it may not 
be unwise to 1emember the slamlity we bave 
attained, on dreary and inhospitable coasts, by 
the march of faith, hberty and purity of enter- 
prise; while our southern neighbors, more ia- 
vored by suil and seasons, hase failed in pro- 
ducmgthe results of social and political peace 
under the influence of a different creed, anid 
the corruptions of a monarchial government 
We have now, however, to deal witha new 
‘people, Mexico has thrown off the dominion of 
old Spain, and there is no marvel greater, in has- 
tory, than that an Empire, with eneivated 
character,—oppressed, ignorant and almost des- 
troyed as was this colony, should still have 
had the spimt to discover and asse, t her rights.

Independence had opened 
the rest ol the world to the inspection’ of the 
Mexiéans. They beheld the progress of at, 
civilization and freedom among their immedi- 
ate neighbors at the north, anil they resolved 
to adopt our system. 

On the first ot January, 1825, Ue fist Con- 
giess under this Constitution assembled in the 
city of Mexico, and Gen, Victoria was installed 
as President of the Republic. Dutidg the ad- 
ministation of is pe, son, the sprit of discon- 
tent already broke forth among the ambitious 
spirits of the country, and there were several 
“ Pronunciamyenios;? o deckuntions of dis- 
tinguished wen, seconded by portions of the 
milita y, intended to exeiterevoluvonary move- 
ments against the existing government. 

Butthe term of Victorias adminsti ation was 
not to end without some signal opposition to 
tumself personally. In December, 1827, Gen. 
Brayo denounced the President as being con- 
nected with the Yorkmos. He took arms a- 
camset the Government, proclaimed himself in 
open revolt, and was speedily subdued and 
bemshed, but the seed of discord had been al- 
reedy deeplysown $ and an the election which 
subsequently occwred, Gomas Pedraza, who 
was the candidate for the Bacossas, obtained 
the Presidency by a majority of only two 
votes over Guericro, his competit, 'Thns 
amid the mostangiy excitement of enbrltered 
parties, terminated the first mogistracy of the 
new Republie. 7 


Scarcely had Pedraza been elected, when 
symptoms ofdiscontent were manifested among, 
the liberals The Yorkinos had been foiled 
most unexpectedly, and by a mere nominal ma- 
jority ; but they were not content to bow with 
submission, like good republicans, to the will 
of the people oxpiessed according to tho forms 
of a Federal Constitution. The consequences 
was, that before the new President had takea 
lus seat, Santa Anna made his appearance on 
the political stages aud, under the plea that the

While these things were occurring, the re- 
volt ın Texas had become so formidable, that Y 
appeared necessary for the Mexican Govern . 
ment to strike a decisive blow against the re- 
bellious province. Accordingly, as soon as 
santa Anna had assured himself’ of the estab- 
lishment of Centralism, he departed wath the 
ilosyes of his troops to reconquer Texas. The 
fate ol that memorable expedilion 1s too well 
known to cera notice in this sketch.

suppress all disturbances but those that were 
cauntenanced by Santa Anna, With a true 
love of freedom among afew, ascramble for 
power among others, and carelessiiess or su- 
pineñess among the great body of the people,— 
the country has gone on blundering fiom revo- 
lution to revolution, without advaticiuz nearer 
to hbety and enhghfenment than did the Bar- 
ons ol old when they sallied for th on feudal fo- 
ravs against each other There are in Mexico 
but two jmpoilant classes of people, wilhont 
any numerous and dstinctive body of enhghten- 
ed Sawyers o1 merchants, who, together with 
the educated and :espectable mechanics and ag- 
riculturssts, would counterbalance the influence 
of the church and the army . 

Almost every respectable man you meet in 
the streets, bears some military insignia upon 
lus person; and when the tpoops are abt oad, you 
will frequently find them commanded by beud- 
less urchins ot not more than fittetn pr siateen 
years. In this manner, important families aña 
extensive connections are secured by a pataon- 
age which amounted, in the,year 1841, (as we 
have seen,) to the enormous sum of exght.mill-
